STEPHEN HARPER'S TORIES HAVE BEEN PITCHING TOUGH- 
on-crime legislation for a long while now, including longer 
prison sentences, mandatory sentencing, and maybe even a 
“three-strikes” style proposal of the kind we've already seen in 
many American states. 

On Wednesday, several provincial justice ministers, includ- 
ing Saskatchewan’s Frankl Quennell and Newfoundland’s Tom 
Marshall, requested more federal funding to shore up the 
expected costs of Harper's proposals, which they say will be 
borne largely by the provinces.

North Korea is just following U.S. lessons 


; 





MOMENTS AFTER HEARING ABOUT 
North Korea’s nuclear test, I thought 
of Albert Einstein’s statement that 
“there is no secret and there is no 
defense; there is no possibility of 
control except through the aroused 
understanding and insistence of the 
peoples of the world.” 

During the six decades since Ein- 
stein spoke, experience has shown 
that such understanding and insis- 
tence cannot be filtered through the 
grid of hypocrisy. Nuclear weapons 
can't be controlled by saying, in 
effect, “Do as we say, not as we do.” 
By developing their own nuclear 
weaponry, one nation after another 
has replied to the nuclear-armed 
states: Whatever you say, we'll do as 
you've done. 

In early summer, with some fan- 
fare, officials in Washington 
announced the dismantling of the 
last W56 nuclear warhead—a 1.2 
megaton model from the 1960s. Self- 
congratulation was in the air, as a 
statement hailed “our firm commit- 
ment to reducing the size of the 
nation’s nuclear weapons stockpile 
to the lowest levels necessary for 
national security needs.” That's the 
kind of soothing PR that we've been 
getting ever since the nuclear age 


Right now, the U.S. government 
has upwards of 10,000 nuclear 
bombs and warheads in its arsenal. 
And—as the Washington Post 
uncritically the same week 
as the announcement about the end 
of the W56 warhead—Congress and 
the White House are resolutely mov- 
ing ahead with plans for “a new 
generation of U.S. nuclear 
under the rubric of the Reliable 


Replacement Warhead program: 
“The nation’s two nuclear weapons 
design centers, the Los Alamos and 
Lawrence Livermore national labo- 
ratories, are competing to design the 
first RRW... A second RRW design 
competition may provide an oppor- 
tunity to the losing lab.”

role in proliferating nuclear 
weaponry. The denial meant that 
people and the environment would 
suffer all along the nuclear fue! 
cycle, from uranium mining to 
nuclear waste; and that the 1979 dis- 
aster at Three Mile Island would be 
followed by the continuing horrors 
of Chernobyl. 

In recent decades, the denial has 
also spread nuclear weapons across 
the planet. Israel, India, Pakistan, 
and North Korea oe thank the 
apostles of the nuclear-power 
eae the companion profi- 
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teers of nuclear exports—for the 
technological pipeline that has fun- 
neled the capacity to develop 
nuclear weapons. 

President Dwight Eisenhower's 
delusional and deluding speech to 
the U.N. General Assembly on Dec. 
8, 1953, now has a macabre echo: 
“The United States pledges before 
you—and therefore before the 
world—its determination to help 
solve the fearful atomic dilemma— 
to devote its entire heart and mind 
to find the way by which the mirac- 
ulous inventiveness of man shall not 
be dedicated to his death, but conse- 
crated to his life.” 

Running parallel to the menda- 
cious career of the “peaceful atom,” 
US. foreign policy has hit new lows 
during the last several years. The 
invasion of Iraq, on the pretext of 
non-existent WMDs, sent a power- 
ful message. If the U.S. government 
was inclined to launch an attack 
before a country had the capability 
to generate a mushroom cloud, then 
the country would be protected 
from such attack by developing 
nuclear weapons as soon as possi- 
ble. 


EXPLOITING THE THREAT 
Coupled with the contempt for 
genuine diplomacy that the Bush 
administration has repeatedly 
shown, Washington’s eagerness to 
use military might has fueled the 
dangers of a nuclear-weapons 
standoff with North Korea. Two of 
the sacred axioms of the Bush 
regime—secrecy and violence—can- 
not solve this problem and in fact 
can only make it worse. Einstein 
was correct; with nuclear weapons, 


“there is no secret and there is no 
defense.” 

As for “the aroused understand- 
ing and insistence of the peoples of 
the world”—that will need to come 
from us. Starting now. 

Rest assured that while President 
Bush was at a podium in the White 
House on Oct. 9 denouncing the 
North Korean nuclear test as a 
“provocative act,” Karl Rove was 
hard at work to fine-tune plans for a 
rhetorical onslaught linking this cri- 
sis to the “war on terror.” Bush was 
already laying the groundwork for 








such an effort as he spoke—warning 
of “a grave threat to the United 
States” if North Korea gives nuclear- 
related technology to “any state or 
non-state actor.” 

The Bush administration will do 
its best to exploit the North Korean 
nuclear test to stave off a loss of the 
Republican majority in Congress. 
We should not allow those efforts to 
obscure how Bush’s reckless record 


has heightened the nuclear dangers 
for everyone.

I chose the New Tan Tan based on 
convenience more than anything 
else and, to be honest, I had some 
doubts about my decision. The din- 
ing room is dingy at best and the 
décor is nearly nonexistent. The best 
way I can think to convey the atmos- 
phere is to say that when the Edmon- 
ton Journal recently published their 
online searchable database of Capital 
Health’s restaurant inspections, the 
New Tan Tan was the first search I 
did. (It’s fine... ish.) 

I do love dim sum though. It’s the 
epitome of a lazy Sunday afternoon 
somehow. I tried to explain what it is 
to my kids and they just stared 
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blankly at me until my son finally 
offered, “So... it’s a buffet?” No. 

Dim sum literally translated 
means... Who am I kidding? I don’t 
know what it means. I do know it’s a 
Cantonese tradition that originated 
along the ancient Silk Road over 700 
years ago, and from what I've read it 
has something to do with “touching 
the heart” or “eating to your hearts 
content.” That makes as much sense 
to meas anything else because when 
you go out for dim sum, the servers 
continuously bring small dishes of 
prepared foods like sticky buns, rice, 
and assorted dumplings that you 
choose from their cart. 

On the first go around, the kids 
chose some spring rolls (technically 
a mistake, the heavier deep-fried 
items are meant to be eaten later in 
the meal), while I chose a steamed 
sticky bun (bau) with pork, some 
delicate steamed shrimp dumplings 
(har gao), and heartier fried pork 
dumplings /pot-stickers (technically 
not part of traditional dim sum 
either, as these are more of a north- 
ern style dumpling). 

I placed the goodies on what I 
thought I had called “the Lazy 
Susan” (the large movable circle in 
the center of the table for passing 
items), but apparently I misspoke 
because my kids heard “the cen- 
trifuge.” Nonetheless, I quite 
enjoyed my dumplings, although I 
would have preferred them with a 
bit of vinegar and hot sauce, which 
continually spun past me at 3,000 
km/h and were therefore unattain- 
able. 

For the next round we chose some 
sticky rice and pork sausage 
wrapped in either a lotus or banana 
leaf (lo mai gai), along with some 
really nice battered and fried shrimp 
that came with custard sauce for 
dipping. These weren’tthe typical 
balls of filth that you get in food 
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YOU SPIN ME RIGHT ROUND Beware the centrifuge... 


courts where the emphasis is on the 
batter rather than the shrimp. Both 
the kids agreed that they were excel- 
lent, although they didn’t care much 
for the custard and consequently 
attempted to separate it using “the 
centrifuge.” 

The real star of the meal for me 
was a beef course in a thick 
dumpling wrapper that seemed to 
have been steamed and then cov- 
ered ina light soy and ginger sauce. 
It was unbelievably tasty and the 
texture of the gooey pastry in sauce 
was somehow very pleasing. I'd go 
back again just for that, if 1 knew 
what the hell it was. Sorry... But I 
can’t be anymore helpful than that. 
The server flew in and out without 
saying much, and I largely just 
pointed at things because I was pre- 
occupied with the kids, so I missed 
this one’s name. 

The waitress brought my bill (I 
have to trust that it was right, 
around $25) while I tried desperately 
to linger over my green tea and fully 
revel in the dim sum experience, to 
very little avail. The kids had tired of 
the centrifuge and were off inspect- 
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ing the bathrooms, and the fish tank, 
and the coal rack and... well, so 
much for my lazy Sunday afternoon. 

In an odd way though, I didn’t 
really mind because on some level I 
was mildly pleased at them for try- 
ing something new. 

If dim sum is new to you, and 
maybe a little out of your comfort 
level, the New Tan Tan likely isn’t 
your best bet. But, I’d strongly rec- 
ommend that you do yourself a 
favour and try dim sum somewhere. 
Just like I say to my kids, it’s good to 
try new things from time to time.

MIKI ANDREJEVIC, PRODUCER AND 
creative director for LitFest Edmon- 
ton 2006, describes creative non-fic- 
tion as a “wide-open genre”, and 
proves it by pulling together writers, 
filmmaker, cartoonist and public 
intellectual this weekend, October 13 
to 15. 

This promises to be a lively new 
look for a festival that has taken a 
while to find its niche among the 
country’s literary festivals. 

Flashback to 2000: after 17 years, 
the Alberta Book Fair was no longer 
attracting writers and readers in sig- 
nificant numbers. Something had to 
change. For too long, the organiza- 
tion had shied away from big names 
(they cost too much) but now it was 
a question of survival. Edmonton’s 
own exhibition of writers and read- 
ers had to get bigger and become a 
real celebration of literature, or die. 
So since 2002, LitFest has been recre- 
ating itself and now, with this new 
focus, is thinking internationally. 





SAIT graduates get jobs. 
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The board had little interest, says 
Andrejevic, former executive direc- 
tor of the Writers’ Guild of Alberta, 
in repeating what other organiza- 
tions were already doing. It wanted 
to offer something new to the com- 
munity and to the literary circuit. 

Though there are many different 
definitions of creative non-fiction, for 
him it means, “tells the truth.” It 
might be fictionalized, and there 
might be a lot of overlap between 
genres—incorporating documen- 
tary, poetry, analysis and shifting 
voices and viewpoints—but in some 
way it is based on fact. 

The festival opens with John Ral- 
ston Saul, one of Canada’s foremost 
commentators on political thought, 
at a gala at the Hotel MacDonald on 
Friday night. The next morning, Saul 
is joined by best-selling Edmonton 
writer and columnist Todd Babiak at 
the Royal Alberta Museum. Popular 
Edmonton writer Myrna Kostash is 
charged with keeping the two of 
them on track in the Theatre of 
Ideas. 

Other panels have a similar for- 
mat: a group of prestigious Canadi- 
an writers addresses a thought-pro- 
voking question. It’s also meant to

be interactive. Though the panelists 
are experts in their fields, the orga- 

nizers intend that the audience will 
jump in well. 

After lunch on Saturday, Linda 
Goyette hosts filmmaker Jean-Daniel 
Lafond (call him His Excellency— 
he’s married to our present Gover- 
nor General), prize-winning biogra- 
pher Maggie Siggins, political car- 
toonist Terry Mosher and others as 
they try to answer the question Why 
Tell the Truth? 

Later in the day, Curtis Gillespie 
asks his group, which includes Gov- 
ernor General award winner Rose- 
mary Sullivan, Why Make it Up? 
Sullivan’s latest book, Villa Air-Bel, 
tells the story of a group of Euro- 
pean artists being rescued from the 
Nazis. 

There’s also a Writer's Cabaret at 
the Sidetrack Café, and Lafond’s film 
Salam Iran: A Persian Letter at Metro 
Cinema. 

On Sunday, ticket holders get to 
brunch with festival headliners at 
Kids in the Hall, and from 3:00 to 
5:00, the anthology Big Enough 
Dreams is launched at the Timms 
Centre.

THANKS, GOOGLE 
LET US CONSIDER BANNED BOOKS WEEK (23- 
30 September), during which the American 
Library Association entreats us to contem- 
plate censorship. Did you even know that it 
exists? (The week, that is, not censorship.) 
Never an organization to shirk its respon- 
sibilities to free speech, Google set up a 
website entitled Celebrate Your Freedom to 
Read (http://books.google.com/google- 
books/banned). Intended as an educational 
prop for their book search engine (as well, 
no doubt, to appease critics of their expan- 
sion into China that worked within Chinese 
standards of censorship), the site entreats vis- 
itors to “explore banned books.” But the list 
of challenged books that Google offers up 
for consideration are hardly challenging to 
mainstream society of the 21st century. 
Lolita? To Kill a Mockingbirc® For Whom 
Bell Tolls? The Satanic Verses? The list reads 
more like a university course syllabus. 
Notably, none of the books on the list 
were published in the last two decades, more 
iol ead censorship is something that 
McCarthy-ites did, whereas we of the 21st 
century are completely open to all forms of 
expression. So long as you're not a terrorist. 
GalleyCat, a literary blog run by 
Ron Hogan and Sarah Weinman 
Genvmnedehiese. eed galleycat) succinctly 
summarized the phenomenon: “Now That 
Banned Books Week is Over,” a recent entry 
reads, “America Can Get Back to Banning 


The blog does us the service of compiling 
recent incidences of censorship. For instance: 
a mother in Georgia wants Harry Potter 
banned from her county's schools because of 
its alleged associations with the devil. The 
same school district nearly removed all 

anish-language material from its public 
library because, as GalleyCat reports, “they 
didn’t want to risk providing illegal immi- 
grants with the delights of literature.” 

Citizens in Marshall, Missouri, want to 
ban Alison Bechdel’s graphic memoir, Fun 
Home, because Bechdel is queer. 

Most ironically, in Texas, a father is 
attempting to get Ray Bradbury's classic 





anti-censorship novel, Fahrenheit 451, 
banned. Apparently, his daughter didn’t like 
Bradbury's “very bad language.” 


ALL GILLER, NO FILLER 

TIS THE SEASON OF THE LITERARY AWARDS. 
The first of the bunch is the Giller Prize 
which in the business of recognizing excel- 
lence in Canadian fiction. This year was the 
first in which the illustrious prize’s long list 
was released, much to the delight of a lot of 
long listed authors who wouldn't have other- 
wise known of their brush with renown. 

The real news of this year’s award, how- 
ever, is the makeup of the shortlist. Quill and 
Quire quotes the reaction of Audrey Books 
Sharon Budnarchuk: “Wow.”

Tells no lies 


Rudy Wiebe makes fiction fact (or is it the other way around?)

THOUGH BEST KNOWN FOR HIS 
novels, Rudy Wiebe (whom Miki 
Andrejevic, producer of LitFest 
Edmonton, calls Edmonton’s own 
“father of letters,”) has published 
just about everything, from chil- 
dren‘s stories to short stories, essays 
to memoirs. In fact, Wiebe doesn’t 
worry too much about the differ- 
ences between fiction and memoir, 
between history and creative non- 
fiction, though he describes them as 
“convenient and useful categories.” 

“Everything exists on a continu- 
um,” he says. “You cannot get all the 
facts ever. Everything is filtered 
through [the writer's] point-of- 
view.” He feels that the idea of histo- 
ry as “something that is proven” is 
problematic. Though he’s also an 
“inveterate researcher,” he says, “I 
try to avoid the word ‘truth.’” 

When he was writing his current 
book, Of This Earth: A Mennonite Boy- 
hood, he was grateful for his sister’s 
diaries, which helped him pinpoint 
the exact dates when things hap- 
pened. On the other hand, he didn’t 
consult with her or his brother—of a 
family of seven children, there are 
only three of them now—on the 
details, as he wanted the book to be 
his memories. Since he’s the 
youngest, he’s quite philosophical 
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when his sister tells him after the fact 
that she remembers certain things 
differently, 

Though Wiebe admits that writ- 
ing Of This Earth at this point in his 
career had something to do with 
reaching the age of “three score 
years and ten,” the book isn’t that 
different from what he’s been doing 
all along. His two major subjects 
have always been the Mennonite 
experience and the First Nations 
experience, and there is a connec- 
tion. 

His parents were refugees from 
Russia whose arrival in Canada was 
“something of a fluke,” since in 1929 
and 1930 few Mennonites were 
allowed to leave the first country or 
settle in the second. Settling in north- 
western Saskatchewan, they were 
literally pioneers—homesteaders— 
breaking the boreal forest to build a 
farm 

The cultural memory of persecu- 
tion has helped him empathize with 
Native people and the situation 
forced upon them, though he him- 
self remembers a safe and comfort- 
able childhood. 

“Tf you yourself have been 
deprived [as a people] you should 
surely understand what happened 
to the Native people,” he says. His 
two Governor General’s Awards (for 
The Temptations of Big Bear in 1973 
and A Discovery of Strangers in 1994) 
appear to demonstrate that under- 
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standing 

As to balancing public and private 
life, Wiebe says, “Writers need a lot 
of privacy. The public life is very 
marginal. It’s not important to the 
writer as writer. You do the publicity 
because that’s the way the world 
runs now, and to let people know 
you exist.” 

As for the star system, Wiebe 
doesn’t think the really good writ- 
ers—he names Michael Ondaatje 
and Margaret Atwood—have time 
for it. They’re too busy. “And if 
modern media wants stars, it goes 
after people who want to be stars.” 

One of the places Wiebe goes 
when he needs privacy is Strawber- 
ry Creek Lodge, the retreat house he 
and his family built 80 kilometres 
southwest of Edmonton. “Strawber- 
ry Creek is the sanest place on 
earth,” he says. “The boreal forest is 
the same as the boreal forest where | 
was born, though,” he laughs, “the 
log house is a lot bigger, and it has 
electricity and running water.” 

Wiebe will take part in the Writ- 
ers’ Cabaret, at the Sidetrack Café, 
4:30 p.m., on Saturday. Appearing 
with him are Ameera Javeria, 
women’s rights journalist from Pak- 
istan, and cartoonist Terry Mosher, 
along with Harold Rhenisch, Cateri- 
na Edwards and Christine Wiesen- 
thal. The session is hosted by Ted 
Bishop.

Infamous a fine complement to Capote

ANOTHER TRUMAN CAPOTE MOVIE 
based on his experiences writing In 
Cold Blood? Isn’t that a bit redun- 
dant? 

Well no. Although Capote was first 
out of the gate, Infamous (based on 
George Plimpton’s rather than Ger- 
ald Clarke's account of the times) is a 
rather good complement to last 
year’s Oscar-winner. In fact, seen 
together, they merely highlight one 
of the most important points of both 


films: that Capote was, like his writ- 
ing, very much his own piece of 
work. 

Both films deal with Truman 
Capote stumbling upon the story of 
the murders of a wealthy farming 
family in Kansas, arriving in town 
with his childhood friend Harper 
Lee. He struggles as a fish-out-of- 
water but soon gains the town’s 
trust in order to begin his “new kind 
of reportage,” a sort of social journal- 
ism that focuses on an event's effect 
on a community rather than on the 
bare facts of the case. He befriends 
the accused murderers, particularly 
the enigmatic Perry Smith. He 
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becomes emotionally very invested 
in the research, which becomes the 
very last book he would ever write. 
But there are crucial differences 
between the two versions. Aside 
from that famous, high lisping voice, 
Capote and Infamous could be por- 
traying two completely different 
men. Where Philip Seymour Hoff- 
man (who won the Academy 
Award for his portrayal) moves 
through the role with gravity, British 
character actor Toby Jones skips and 
dances. Physically, they couldn’t be 
more different: Jones is tiny and elfin 
compared to big-boned Hoffman. 
Infamous capitalizes on Jones’ 
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stature, with the townsfolk mistak- 
ing him for a “strange old lady,” 
which he gleefully does not deny. In 
Capote, there is a'scene in which he 
very intentionally begins to dress 
more masculinely in suits to fit in. 
Infamous is simply much, much 
more gay—in both the “homosexu- 
ality” and “light mood” senses of the 
word. 

Where Capote is gritty and gray, 
Infamous is glitzy, taking place as 
much in upscale clubs and Diana 
Vreeland’s scarlet apartment as in 
jailhouses. And what an opportunity 
to stack the deck with strong sup- 
porting female actors: Sigourney

Weaver, Hope Davis, Isabella 
Rosselini, and Juliet Stevenson (an 
absolute riot as Vreeland) are his 
socialite confidantes, demonstrating 
a co-dependency between these 
bored, rich women and this flaming- 
ly gay wit. 

This Capote is gossipy, clever, and 
manipulative. And though superfi- 
cially it makes his character more of 
a comic figure, in hindsight this 
makes perfect sense: Truman Capote 
is all about a sort of desperate charm 
that instinctively tries to find what it 
is that other people want in order to 
gain their trust. It’s only Nelle Harp- 
er Lee (Sandra Bullock, beautifully 
understating the role) who acts as a 
conscience, but even so she is made 
complex by intimations of her pro- 
fessional jealousy. You will remem- 
ber that she never published another 


- book after, either. 


There is a sadness to this Capote’s 
levity, as there is in all social butter- 
flies. It’s hinted at right from the top, 
as Capote and socialite Babe Paley 
(Weaver) sit and watch Peggy Lee 
(Gwyneth Paltrow ina throwaway 
role) perform. She sings “What Is 
This Thing Called Love,” and as she 
reaches the song’s bridge, she stops, 
overcome with an unspoken grief. 
Barely able to squeak through the 
lyrics, she suddenly regains her 
composure, snaps her fingers for the 
band, and completes the song. 

So it is with the Infamous version 
of Truman Capote: deceptively slick 
and clever, with flashes of vulnera- 
bility that appear through the cracks 
if you watch carefully.

WHEN IT FIRST PREMIERED IN MAY 1922, 


director Sam Wood's latest attempt 
to emerge from the shadow of his 
mentor Cecil B. De Mille as a film 
maker in his own right was accom- 
panied by such taglines as “Gay 
Nights of Revelry in the Parisian 
World of Fashion,” and “Intrigue 
and Coquetry in the Gilded Resorts 
of London High Society.” 

Current promotional bumf could 
say something along the lines of 
“The Best New Film This Year with 
Cast Dead for Decades.” 

Wood's silent feature is of course 
only “new” in the sense that until 
last year, very few people alive 
today had seen it in its entirety: apart 
from a brief fragment the film was 
considered lost. 

Then, six years ago, an eccentric 
collector passed away, bequeathing 
his collection of film memorabilia to 
the Dutch film museum, whose staff 
were surprised to find two reels of 
Wood’s flick among some 2000 unla- 
beled cans of nitrate film. 

It took the enthusiastic Dutchmen 
almost three years to locate the com- 
plete set of reels, and another two to 
restore, clean, repair, and duplicate 
the film. 

Not that Beyond the Rocks is 
remarkably in itself. It was Wood’s 
16th feature in roughly two years, 
based on,a.1906 noveliof the same 
title by Elinor Glyn, the author, 
Scriptwriter, and film director who 
gave us the “Tt girl” and the “vamp.” 
She pioneered the type of mass-mar- 
ket erotic fiction aimed at female 
readers that would make Win- 
nipeg’s Harlequin publishing house 
a household name during the latter 
half of the century. 

What is remarkable, apart from 
the film’s unusual resurrection after 
nearly 80 years in the can, is that at a 
time when less than 20 per cent of 
American silent feature films survive 


in complete copies, only one scene of 
Beyond the Rocks is missing while 
Only two minutes of the film were 
damaged be 2yond repair. (So much 
of this film is intact that it even 
includes scenes where extras get in 
the way of the camera). 

Also, it is the only (unusual) pair- 
ing of Hollywood’s two brightest 
stars at the time: extravagant Gloria 
Swanson, then only eight years 
away from her first Academy 
Award, and exotic Rudolph Valenti- 
no, the first great male movie heart- 
throb, who then only had five more 
years to live i 

The once risqué, and simultane- 
ously moralistic, plot—a bit of Cin- 
derella witch a touch of pride and 
some prejudice—revolves around 
the accident-prone Theodora (Swan- 
son), daughter of a poor, retired 
guardsman (Alec Francis), who’s 
continually rescued from ridiculous 
predicaments by the dashing aah 
Bracondale (Valentino). Standing 
the way of the two youths’ fancy, 
apart from the obvious status handi- 
cap, is Theodora’s marriage of con- 
venience to (an uncharacteristically 
sympathetic) elderly merchant 
(Robert Bolder) of considerable, self 
made, means 

The trio’s romantic fumbling 
swiftly spills all over the map, the 
action opening on the Dorset coast, 
careening across the (cardboard) 
Alps, stopping-over in Paris (with 
the Versailles palace pasted in 
instead of Eiffel’s more common 
tower) and London, before retiring 
among Egyptian ruins (in Algeria, 

apparently) for its lunatic climax. 

It was par for the course when 
Valentino made a movie that he’d 
be packing khakis for that obligato- 
ry romp through those savage and 
hazily defined sands of northern 
Africa, inhabited by barbarious 
nomads and their fimely erupting 
riots, which only ever existed for the 
sake of making him a hero. Even 
when embroiled in adultery. 

Alfred Glik’s camera, assisted by 
the un-credited efforts of Winnipeg- 
ger Osmond Borradaile, take in the

creative scenography, aided by 
inventive editing, ina manner that 
should be of interest to anyone 
curious about the development of 
cinematic techniques—that film 
maker's bag of tricks we now take 
for granted 

Though perhaps not as com- 
pelling in that respect as some of its 
contemporaries—Murnau’s The Last 
Laugh, or Christensen’s Witchcraft 
through the Ages, say—it remains 
more rewarding than numerous 
others. (Dreyer’s anti-communist 
rant Leaves From Satan's Book comes 
to mind.) 

Henny Vrienten’s score with its 
light touches of jazz appropriate for 
the era, composed especially for the 
restored version of the film, pro- 
vides the rather straightforward 
drama with an added emotional 


dimension to an almost overwhelm- 


ing degree, but it’s the sound effects 
added to the soundtrack that eerily 

render this not so much a silent as a 
mute film. 

Whether it will leave contempo- 
rary audiences as lost for words as 
its resurrected stars of yonder seem 
throughout, is difficult to say 

However, without mincing 
words, I dare say this time capsule 
from the infancy of cinema is cer- 

tainly more entertaining than most 
of the talkies currently on offer.

Looking past the stereotypes 


Iran up close, but not personal enough

YOU DON'T HAVE LOOK ANY FURTHER 
than the latest action flick to see the 
racial stereotypes Middle Easterners 
face today. For the media, it seems, 
“Muslim” has become synonymous 
with “terrorist.” From the nightly 
news to big budget films, the west- 
ern media are defining a whole 
range of people under the banner of 
Islamic Fundamentalism. 

One Canadian film is not follow- 
ing suit. Salam, Iran: A Persian Letter 
offers insightful snapshots of every- 
day life, exploring the history of 
Iran’s revolution, which transformed 
the country from a monarchy to an 
Islamic republic. At the centre of the 
film is Amir Moussami, an Iranian 
who was forced to flee his native 
country for Canada after participat- 
ing in the uprising. When the film 
begins, he is finally ready and able to 
travel back home to Iran after 18 
years of exile. Unexpectedly Mous- 
sami’s passport is delayed by the 
Iranian government and filmmaker 
Jean-Daniel Lafond goes ahead 
alone. 

Due to this change in travel plans, 
the white, middle-class filmmaker 
sees Iran and its people alone 
through his western eyes. He hits the 
ground running, dragging us behind 
him as he tries to quickly sort 
through Iran’s complex history. He 
speaks with philosophers, former 


revolutionaries, and Iranian youth. 
But many of the interviewees end up 
as talking heads, explaining their 
take on Iran’s development since the 
revolution. Although each person 
has a significant story, there are too 
many voices. Maybe Lafond fell in 
love with his material or maybe he is 
attempting to squeeze in all of Iran’s 
past, present and unclear future. 
Regardless, the result is unfocused. 
Only a few moments are given to 
each of the speakers and then they 
are never seen or heard from again. 
This “cinematic skimming” doesn’t 
allow Moussami’s compelling story 
to unfold naturally or completely. 
The film gets back on track near 


Yet the film still has a certain 
humanity to it, most poignantly 
when the action overtakes the speak- 
ers. We see the inside of an Iranian 
home where a former revolutionary 
is having a dinner party. We come 
upon the sacrifice of a cow in the 
street, after which a young man 
approaches the camera and explains 
the significance of the ritual. Mous- 
sami also plays tour guide, taking us 
along toa bakery for traditional Iran- 
ian bread and revisiting the old 
movie theatre where he had sexual 
encounters with girls when he was a 
teenager. 

It is in these seemingly ordinary 
moments that the film is most pow-

ordinary because everyday life in an 
Islamic Republic is rarely depicted. 


the end when Moussami finally 
makes it back to Iran. Whether by 
necessity or otherwise, it’s unfortu- 
nate that this comes late in the film, 
because although Moussami is just 
one man, his story illustrates what 
the revolution meant and means. 
The historical context can’t replace 
the human side of the revolution 
embodied by Moussami, and 
Lafond doesn’t take full advantage 
of this intimate journey. 


erful, extraordinary because every- 
day life in an Islamic Republic is 
rarely depicted in the West. The 
images we do see come only after 
gruesome events like bombings, gun 
battles, or natural disaster. Despite 
its lack of focus, the film provides a 
refreshing and respectful look at 
Iran, something you aren't likely 
to see the next time you switch on 
the TV.

SOMERSAULT (2004) IS BEING BILLED AS 
the story of a young woman's sexual 
awakening, but for the young 
woman in question, Australian 
teenager Heidi (Abbie Cornish), 
there's precious little awakening 
going on. This is a story of a girl just 
out of adolescence, whose encoun- 
ters with men (and women, though 
for different reasons) have suddenly 
become defined by sex—or its 
absence. 


If Somersault sounds like a preco- 
cious tale of lost innocence, it certain- 
ly starts out that way, but when it 
finally culminates in a sex scene that 
blurs the line between consent and 
rape, it carries an empathetic and 
surprising punch. And lest anyone 
think the film is just a morality play 
about men using women, 
writer/director Cate Shortland 
offers up a sympathetic male per- 
spective as well, in Heidi's sort-of 
boyfriend Joe. Somersault occasional- 
ly veers into the precious and cloy- 
ing, but not often.

THE DEPARTED SERVES NOTICE ON A 
couple of fronts. 

In addition to director Martin 
Scorcese returning to the voiceovers 
and testosterone of GoodFellas after 
his overlong Gangs of New York and 
frustratingly glossy Howard Hughes 
biopic The Aviator, Jack Nicholson 
pat es his position as one of cine- 
ma’s top actors. His Irish mob boss 
Frank Costello is a man devoid of 
any glimmer of humanity, In some 
respects, he reminds one of The Shin- 
ing’s crazed writer Jack Torrance or 
One Flew Over the Cuckoo's Nest’s 
unjustly confined mental patient 
Randle Patrick McMurphy, but 
those guys had a hint of human feel- 
ing, Something that scarcely troubles 
Costello’s crime-fueled thoughts. 

As the Stones’ “Gimme Shelter” 
booms, Costello tells us that If a man 
wants something, then he’s gotta 
take it, a philosophy he chides the 
“blackies” for not grasping. PC is 
just letters in the alphabet to this 
guy, and when he remarks that a hit 
victim fell funny, it’s telling that an 
underling suggests that Frank really 
needs to see someone. Even when 
Costello seems to help bright but 
underprivileged youngster Colin 
Sullivan, whose late father he was 
acquainted with, by buying him 
foodstuffs, it’s with the caveat that 
the door’s always open for a job 
opportunity. 

The kid grows up to be Matt 
Damon, and now as Sergeant Sulli- 
van, he’s the main asset of a joint 
Boston Special Investigation 
unit/FBI task force—headed by 
Captains Queenan (Martin Sheen) 
and Ellerby (Alec Baldwin)— 
charged with brining Costello down. 
Sullivan, who's naturally tipping off 
onetime benefactor Costello on the 
side, is one of two undercover 
agents, scrappy wrong-side-of-the- 
tracks police academy dropout 
William Costigan (Leonardo 
DiCaprio), who's sent to prison by 
Queenan for a few years in order to 
strengthen his deep cover inside 
Costello's crew. 

By casting Damon and DiCaprio, 
and by remaking Hong Kong action 
classic Infernal Affairs rather than tak- 
ing its dual identity ideas and com- 
ing up with a fresh take on them, 
Scorsese hobbles himself. If there’s 
anything I hate, it’s watching an 
earnest throwback to ‘70s character- 
driven drama get shot in the foot by 
2006 Hollywood thinking, which 
dictates that audiences will shriek 
with joy if Leo and Matt are in a 
Scorsese movie, without giving the 
actors or director nearlyenough to 
play with. What is it about a life of 
crime that Colin finds so damn fasci- 
nating? Thanks to William Mona- 
han’s perfunctory script, and 
Damon’s evolving but not-quite- 
there journey to the dark side of act- 
ing, we never really find out. There’s 
not even a glimmer of the reverence 
for the gangster life that oozes from 


Ray Liotta’s Henry Hill in GoodFellas. 


Because he calls a group of firemen 
“a bunch of fucking homos” and 
because Scorsese lights him in 
increasing increments of film noir 
ambience, we're meant to get the 


sense that he really must be one 
mean son of a bitch, but we never 
really believe it 

As for DiCaprio his acting chops 
have steadily improved since he 
played second fiddle to a CG shipa 
decade ago, and it’s a shame we 
don’t see some of his troubled child- 
hood (working clas parents week- 
days, rich South Shore cousins 
weekends) in flashback. We're told 
this by Sergeant Dignam (Mark 
Wahlberg), who functions as little 
more than a taunting jab of testos- 
terone. Given Costigan’s inner tur- 
moil, DiCaprio would be much 
more believable as the baddie, while 
Damon could still tweak his 
squeaky-clean image by playing a 
conflicted good guy, all the more 
torn because of Costello's helping 
hand.

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But even with these shortcomings, 
third-billed Jack gives The Departed 
the shot of epic stature it should 
have been aiming for, whether it be 
in cloak-and-dagger deception with 
Sullivan or making undercover rat 
Costigan sweat. If audiences can get 
past the blood-soaked, flat finale, 
Nicholson is in for accolades.

JOHN ULLYATT LOOKS TIRED 

“Well, yeah,” he says. “I’m inter- 
rogated and tortured every day. 
Last week my brain had been com- 
pletely fried. I could barely func- 
tion. Making coffee was a serious 
challenge in the morning. The expe- 
rience...” 

Here Ullyatt trails off, eyes gaz- 
ing blankly ahead. After a second or 
two he looks at me, shakes his head, 
and flashes a fat grin.

“It” has been the rehearsals for 
The Pillowman, which kicks off the 
Citadel's Rice Theatre Series 
tonight. Ullyatt, fresh off roles last 
season in West Side Story and Peter 
Pan, takes another Citadel lead, this 
time playing a writer of violent 
short stories who may or may not 
be acting out his grotesque fictions 
in real life. 

The Pillowman (by Irish play- 
wright Martin McDonagh, an artist 
for whom the word “notorious” 
seems quaint) debuted in London 
in 2003, where it polarized the city’s 
theatre community—though it also 
won a Laurence Olivier Award for 


Best New Play. During its 
Broadway run last spring, The New 
York Times proclaimed “comedies 
don’t come any blacker.” In New 
York the play again courted contro- 
versy, but was also féted with 
praise and awards, including one 
from the Drama Critic’s Circle for 
Best New Play. 

Bob Baker, the Citadel's artistic 
director and the man behind the 
curtain directing The Pillowman, saw 
the Broadway staging, and was 
immediately compelled by 
McDonagh’s ability to cull some- 
thing so original from such an 
incongruity of 
inspirations. 

“It’s this strange mixture of 
Tarantino, and Hitchcock, and 
Monty Python,” he says. “And that 
leads to these moments where you 
just think, T can’t believe they’re 
going that far!’” 


GRAND GUIGNOL, 
EAT YOUR HEART OUT 

Lest that sound like shameless 
hyperbole, here’s a plot rundown: 
set in an unnamed totalitarian soci- 
ety, a short story writer named 
Katurian (played by Ullyatt) is 
dragged into a police interrogation 
room, where he’s questioned by 
two police officers, Ariel and 
Tupolski (played by Citadel regu- 
lars Oliver Becker and Larry 
Yachimec) about a series of child 
murders that have been occurring. 


The murders seem to be imita- 
tions of the short stories Katurian 
has written—all of which read like 
typical fairy tales, beginning with 
“Once upon a time...” and proceed- 


ing. It’s also about an artist's legacy 
and responsibility, about familial 
love, about politics.” 

As for Ullyatt, “I’ve been thinking 
about what it’s all about for

ing down darker and darker paths, 
until they end with abusive fathers 
swallowing razor blades hidden in 
apples, or with little boys being tor- 
tured by their parents as part of a 
grotesque social experiment. 

“It's some pretty wild stuff,” 
Baker says. 

No kidding. A quick flip through 
the script reveals stage directions 
like, “Ariel tosses the toes on the 
floor and exits moodily.” Or, “Ariel 
takes out from the cabinet a large, 
grim-looking battery with elec- 
trodes attached.” 

But Baker believes that to focus 
solely on the outrageous elements 
isn’t to do justice to McDonagh’s 
originality. 

“To distill it to one thing is limit-

months,” he says, “and I don’t have 
a straight answer. It’s about abuse, 
the cycle of violence, the psycholo- 
gy of power... Tupolski is beating 
up on Ariel, Ariel is beating up on 
me, I’m beating up on Ariel, on my 
brother, my brother is beating on 
me, we're all beating up on each 
other, and it’s awful, it’s horrific. 
But it’s not even about that. It’s 
about creation, writing, story- 
telling, censorship. It takes place in 
a totalitarian state, but that’s really 
just a sidebar. There’s so much 
going on it’s absurd.” 


IT’S SOMETHING-ESQUE... 
Ullyatt’s role mainly calls for him 

to be knocked around between the 

two police officers interrogating 


him. 

“As Bob said, playing my charac- 
ter is like being a ping-pong ball in 
a hurricane. I don’t know what's 
going on, the audience doesn’t 
know. I’m just trying to figure it 
out, and since I’m the audience's 
window on the play, so are they.” 

Ullyatt likens the script’s mixture 
of acute psychological realism and 
social allegory as being “like a 
fucked-up Kafka.” When I point 
out that Kafka himself already is (to 
be less than academic about it) 
pretty fucked-up, he laughs and 
says, “Yeah, exactly.” Baker says 
it’s more akin to a “grimmer 
Grimm.” 

And both Baker and Ullyatt feel 
privileged to be able to mount the 
The Pillowman’s first Canadian pro- 
duction, and say that it’s the perfect 
example of the kind of work that 
the Citadel is aspiring to do on the 
Rice stage (the mandate of which, 
according to the Citadel’s website, 
is to “challenge convention” and 
“provoke a response”). 

“Tm really glad that I’m in it, 
what else can I say,” Ullyatt says. 
“It’s pretty out there, and clearly 
there are a lot of places this 
couldn’t be done, and this is why 
it’s great to have the Rice. Because 
this deserves to be mounted.” 

After a minute he adds, “1 just 
hope the audience comes back after 
intermission.”

DIRECTING DOUG CURTIS’ BRAND-NEW 
work While My Mother Lay Dreaming 
has made Shadow Theatre's John 
Hudson rethink the whole concept 
of period pieces and memory plays. 

Set in early 1980, Curtis’ scenario 
is both “very personal and real” and 
plucked out of the author's very last 
days in a Calgary high school count- 
ing down the ’70s. 

“The play is about his (Curtis’) 
life and adolescence,” says Hudson, 
“but it's also my time period as well 
given that we both grew up in Cal- 
gary in the late ‘70s. 

“The play is kind of like the movie 
Dazed and Confused with a strong, 


adult storyline tossed in.” 

An accomplished playwright and 
director, Curtis’ earlier play Mesa, a 
warm inter-generational story which 
premiered at Workshop West The- 
atre in 2001, has not only played all 
over Canada, it’s also traveled to the 
U.K. and Shanghai, and his hit musi- 
cal about the Weibo Ludwig affair, 
An Eye For An Eye which played at 
Northern Light Theatre in 2003, will 
soon adapted for TV by the CBC. 

While My Mother Lay Dreaming 
tells the story of both Peggy (Coralie 
Cairns), a woman devastated by her 
best friend’s suicide and concerns 
about her disintegrating family life, 
and her teenage son Bill (Richard 
Meen) who, alongside his dope- 
smoking buddies, has concocted a 
pot-selling scheme in order to raise 
money to attend a Rush concert. 

The script sits so close to Hud- 
son’s own lived reality, the director 
was inspired to bring in his old high 
school yearbook into rehearsal for 
some theatrical show-and-tell, 
plucking out some real-life exem- 
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plars from his not-that-distant alma 
mater and matching them up with 
the characters of Curtis’ play 

Of course, for the younger actors 
in the seven-person cast, the play is 


more a period piece thana memory 


piece 

Given that a few of the newbies, 
including lead actor Richard Meen, 
weren't even born in 1980, Curtis’ 
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work is hard-core historical fiction, 
inviting them to create alien charac- 
ters in funny hairstyles in a far-off 
age of their parents’ vintage. 

Regardless of how you see the 
play, distant history or relatively 
recent (and personal) memory, it’s 
still a work with tons of period 
details that need to be nailed down 
for maximum veracity 

“If you‘re not totally true to the 
era it totally sticks out. You can’t say 
‘sweet’ for example. Back then 
things were ‘cool’ and girls were 
‘chicks’,” he says. Hudson says this 
reality is both complicated and sim- 
plified by the fact that relatively few 
period movies and plays have been 
written about this particular era

In the dance world, there’s a con- 
stant search for the fleeting but mag- 
ical match-up of dance maker with 
dance company. Over the past few 
years, Kathy Casey, Artistic Director 
of Montreal Danse, has found sucha 
precious partner for her company in 
choreographer Estelle Clareton. 

Montreal Danse’s reputation is 
built on a roster of remarkable 
dancers oozing with dramatic 
charisma. For the company, Casey 
favours lively, energetic work that 
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DIRTY DANCING 
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resonates with emotional intensity 
and punchy movement—both 
“physical and theatrical,” two words 
Casey uses to describe Estelle Clare- 
ton’s choreography. 

You'd be hard pressed to find two 
better words to sum up Montreal 
Danse. 

“For us, it’s an extremely collabo- 
rative process,” Casey says. “Noth- 
ing is holding her back and every- 
thing is pushing us forward.” 

Following the smashing successes 
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of Clareton’s earlier works for the 
company, Je ne men souviens pas trés 
bien and From Julia to Emile, 1949, 
Montreal Danse has delved deeper 
into its creative relationship with 
Clareton for the creation of the new 
evening length work FURIES 
Alpha‘) 1/24 (The Monsters Within). 

Clareton was propelled to create’ 
FURIES after visiting the Birkenau 
concentration camp. The experience 
was more visceral than she ever 
imagined and she felt a strong neces- 
sity to respond. 

“She was struggling with some 
very difficult questions about social 
responsibility,” explains Casey. “I 
think that’s when she realized she 
could take a position as an artist; to 
make the greatest impact on this 
world, she needed to do what she 
does best, create art. Create dance. 
Until that time, she hadn’t made that 
jump.” 

The dance also springs from 
Clareton’s interest in Greek mythol- 
ogy. Her experience at the concen- 
tration camp reminded her of the 
Furies, the daughters of the night 
with snakes for hair and eyes drip- 
ping with blood, avengers of family 
violence and guardians of law when 
the crime was a crime of ethics. 

FURIES melds Clareton’s histori- 
cal and visceral rage, wondering, 
“what is the monster within us that 
allows us to do such horrific things 
and accept them in others?” 

Set for seven characters—six 
dancers and a door representing the 
boundary point of our fear of the 
Other, the unknown, as well as our

desire for hope, FURIES marks a 
huge departure from Clareton’s pre- 
vious reliance on narrative and lin- 
ear structure. 

‘It’s much more a purely emo- 
tional accumulation of events with a 
greater level of abstraction,” says 
Casey.

So you think you've seen some action in your day?...It would 
be hard to compete with the world’s most notorious lover, Don 
Giovanni. He has it all: good looks, charm, persistence and an 
absolute refusal to conform to the society around him. He will stop 
at nothing in his quest, including murder, to add names to his ever- 
growing list of conquests.

DID YOU KNOW? 

First performed in Prague in 1787, Wolfgang Amadeus Mozart's Don Giovanni 
is often hailed as one of the greatest operas ever written. However, 24 hours 
before the opera was sthedled to open, Mozart had yet to write a note of 

the Overture. Instead of madly scrambling to finish the work, Mozart went fo 

a party. After he returned home, he finished the piece between the hours of 
5am and 7 om, barely giving the copyists enough time to write out the parts 
before the beginning of the opera; leaving the orchestra with having to play the 
Overture at sight. 

Mozart was commissioned by an opera theatre owner in Prague to write Dom 
Giovanni. When it was premiered there, it was an incredible success. Unfortu- 
nately, at the time, there were no royalties and Mozart didn't receive a cent of 
the proceeds.

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MACBETH 


Edmonton Opera's final production of the season is Giuseppe 
Verdi's adaptation of Shakespeare's Macbeth. “The Scottish Play” 
is a co-production between Edmonton Opera, Portland Opera, and 
Vancouver Opera. Sung in Italian with English surtitles, Macbeth 
combines the talents of director Gamett Bruce, conductor James 
Meena, baritone Jason Howard as Macbeth, who was last seen in 
Edmonton Opera’s production of Erwartung and Bluebeard’s 
Castle, soprano Brenda Harris as Lady MacBeth, bass Philip 
Cokorinos as Banquo, tenor David Pomeroy, who returns after last 
season's production of Filumena, as Macduff, Renée Brad as the 
Dama, the Edmonton Symphony Orchestra, and the Edmonton 
Opera Chorus. 

Giuseppe Verdi was born in Roncole, Italy in 1813 and by his 
death in 1901, had become one of the opera's most important 
composers. Macbeth, Verdi's tenth opera, premiered in March 
1847 in Florence, Italy, with a libretto by Francesco Maria Piave. 
Shakespeare's works were of particular interest to Verdi, with 
settings of Macbeth, Otello, and Falstaff being among his most 
memorable works; even a libretto of King Lear remained unset at 
the time of Verdi's death. 

Set in four acts, the structure of Piave's libretto closely follows 
Shakespeare's play — so much so that, according to Arthur Jacobs 
and Stanley Sadie in The Limelight Book of Opera, Verdi insisted 
that his singers serve the poct first and the composer second. The 
opera begins on the heath. Macbeth and Banquo are confronted by a 
group of witches who utter prophecies, including one that Macbeth 
will be the King of Scotland and Banquo will be the father of kings. 
Upon hearing of the prophecies, Lady Macbeth and her husband 
plot to murder Duncan and arrange to have Banquo murdered. The 
murders (and the murdered) haunt the pair, both during a banquet 
where Macbeth is confronted with Banquo's ghost and during Lady 
Macbeth’'s farnous sleep-walking scene which, as Jacobs and Sadie 
assert, Verdi modeled on previous operatic mad scenes, a famous 
example of which occurs in Gaetano Donizetti's (1797-1848) Lucia 
di Lammermoor (1832). At the end of the opera, following the 


death of his wife, Macbeth meets his demise by Macduff's sword. 
Shakespeare's Macbeth has a colourful history. It is often 
referred to in the theatre as “The Scottish Play” to ward off a 
curse that is said to be associated with uttering the play’s name 
in the theatre. This superstition resulted from the many accidents 
have been said to accompany performances historically. No less 
colourful are the stories that surround Verdi's opera. For example, 
while Verdi made numerous changes to the original Italian version 
of Macbeth for a French production of the opera that premiered 
in Paris 1865, the original version was important during the Italian 
Risorgimento (1815-1870). During this period of surging Italian 
nationalism, which led to the unification of Italy, many of Verdi's 
operas were associated with the expression of political sentiments. 
As Herbert Lindenberger notes in Opera in History: From 
Monteverdi to Cage, the Italians under Austrian rule identified 
with oppressed groups in Verdi's operas, including the Hebrews in 
Nabucco (1842), the Scots in Macbeth (1847), and the Flemish 
in Don Carlos (1884). This identification allowed the theatre to 
function as a site of resistance. In The Verdi Companion, George 
Martin describes how, when Macbeth was performed in Venice 
and the chorus of Scottish exiles sang “O patria oppressa” CO 
fatherland oppressed”), Venetian audiences threw floral bouquets 
in the Italian colours of red and green onto the Stage to express 
their nationalistic sentiments.

SONGWRITER JASON MOLINA HAS 
carved a niche for himself through 
his work with the now defunct 
Songs: Ohia project, the currently 
functioning Magnolia Electric Co., as 
well as his own solo material. 

Drawing upon a lexicon of Ameri- 
can traditional and country-inflected 
rock ‘n’ roll, Magnolia Electric Co. 
create a brooding but never oppres- 
sive atmosphere, haunted by ghosts 
and illuminated by Spanish moons. 
Highly personal yet widely relatable, 
Molina’s work strikes a chord with 
the listener while avoiding easy 
drama and cliché. 

Originally envisioned as four sep- 
arate full-length releases, Magnolia 
Electric Co.'s latest effort, Fading 
Trails, is the result of a wealth of 
material that, upon completion ran 
the risk of costing an overwhelming 
amount for label Secretly Canadian 
to release and for Molina to support. 

“Necessity played the largest part 
in releasing [Fading Trails] more than 
anything else,” Molina explains. 
“Our label actually suggested the 
idea of pulling a sampling from each 
of the recordings and releasing them 
as one album. We thought it worked 
well as its own album, and it’s easier 
to tour behind one release, as 
opposed of four at once.” He laughs. 

Fading Trails comprises work from 
four separate recording sessions: 
Nashville Moon, Black Ram, Shohola, 
and the yet-untitled sessions at the 
legendary Sun Studios, the birth- 
place of rock ’r’ roll.

Drawing several songs from each 
album in sequence, the record mean- 
ders from lush composition to 
hushed bedroom demos and back 
again. As interesting a listen as it is, 
the album lacks a truly cohesive 
bond that one can’t help but feel 
would be present in the unabridged 
versions of each album. However, 
the potential and execution present 
on Fading Trails make for a com- 
pelling listen. 


FOUR ON THE FLOOR 

Picking a mere sampling of songs 
from such a rich pool might’ ve 
proven to be a daunting task for 
some, but the ever-prolific Molina 
took such chores in stride. 

“The songs that we chose weren't 
really agonized over,” he explains. 
“We just picked a couple songs off of 
each and we found that they all had 
a real kind of unified feel, lyrically 
and thematically.” 

Sessions varied in approach and 
execution, some being the result of 
tour-tested material, and others 
being composed almost entirely in 
the studio. 


“T tend to write with the record as © 


a whole in mind—you end up with 
these songs crystallized as an artifact 
of humans playing together in a 
room,” Molina says of the differ- 
ences inherent to the sessions. “Each 
batch of songs was written close to 
the session dates, and would have 
been totally different with other peo- 
ple’s involvement.” 

Tragedy permeated the recording 
sessions, as preparations for July’s 
Nashville Moon sessions were inter- 
rupted when Molina and staff of 
Electrical Audio studios, led by leg- 





endary engineer Steve Albini, 
learned of a car accident that 
claimed the lives of several close 
friends, including Michael 
Dahlquist, drummer of Chicago 
mainstays Silkworm. An offer to 
postpone the sessions was made, but 
the shock instead galvanized the 
proceedings into an intense and 
meditative affair. 

“We knew we had to finish what 
we started. There was a real obliga- 
tion to the work under the circum- 
stance that pushed us to complete 
the recordings. There was a lot of ill- 
ness and heartache around all of the 
sessions,” Molina says, also referenc- 
ing the stroke suffered by his mother 
during the Black Ram sessions in 
Richmond, VA, a collaborative 
album with Camper Van 
Beethoven's David Lowery. 

“It seemed that everything I had 
been connected to was falling to 
pieces around me in the last two 
years. But it would have absolutely 
killed to have to stop writing or tour- 
ing at the time.” 


MOLINA ELECTRIC CO. 

With so much turmoil surround- 
ing the recording sessions, the songs 
began to run the risk of becoming 
overburdened by sadness and raw 
emotion. 

Accepting this, Molina allowed 
the circumstance to inform his work 
honestly and completely, refusing to 
edit any of the results. 

“Tf anything came out, it was nat- 
ural and it was honest, so it was left 
in. Every time you record there will 
be outside influence informing your 
work, whether things are going per- 
fectly or if you're in the middle of a 





disaster. I feel very lucky to be able 
to deal with these situations through 
making music.” 

A solo artist as well as through his 








work with Magnolia Electric Co., 
Molina finds himself challenging his 
audience with albums that refuse to 
follow a predictable pattern. Though 
the principal songwriter for the 
band, Molina acknowledges the 
contributions put forth by other 
members. 

“Collaboration is critical,” asserts 
Molina. Recounting a recent perfor- 
mance in which the band was unex- 
pectedly joined on-stage by Howe 
Gelb at the end of their set for an 
improvised half-hour performance, 
Molina explains, “It’s a very similar 
approach in the studio as well. It’s 
an important way to approach writ- 
ing and recording, to be brave 
enough to leave parts open and 
allow people to come in and bring 
something of themselves to the 
songs.” 

As prolific a songwriter as he is, 
Molina accepts that many of his 
songs are going to be left behind in 
the dust. With an approach based on 
maintaining the integrity of the 
album over the individual song, 
he leaves any lingering want to 
revisit or rework past efforts by the 
wayside. 





Molina remains reservedly opti- 
mistic that the albums comprising 
Fading Trails will see release in their 
intended form one day. 

“I would love the albums to come 
out eventually but, logistically, the 
label will have to [figure] out with 
what works for them. I’m just going 
to let time take care of it.”

WHEN LINA ALLEMANO KICKS OFF AN 
11-date, two-week tour of Western 
Canada at the Yardbird on Friday 

night, it will mark a homecoming of 
sorts. The young trumpeter grew up 
in Edmonton, nurtured by her par- 
ents who were jazz fans and listened 
to CBC radio just about exclusively. 

“There was no television in our 
house,” explains Allemano. “It was 
kind of embarrassing when all the 
other kids would be talking about 
the sitcom of the day and the latest 
hit on the radio. On the other hand, 

I listened to a lot of jazz growing up 
and took up the trurnpet when I 
was 10.” 

It wasn’t just her home life that 
was nurturing. “T got into the Lit- 
Ulebirds Big Band; had the chance to 
work with late Bill Emes, Stuart 
Crosley, and John Gillespie and had 
older friends in the music program 
at Grant MacEwan. It was all really 
incredible, and a great outlet for my 
creativity.” 

After leaving to study music at the 
University of Toronto at the age of 
19, Allemano’s horizons broadened.

terdam. I didn’t want any complica- 
tions, no overdubs or fixing things 
up later.

New Pornographers overcome Canadian promiscuity as Mint turns 15

SOME MONTHS AGO, A.C. (“C’ STANDS 
for “Carl”) Newman and the rest of 
the New Pornographers graced the 
cover of the final issue of the best 
music magazine ever produced: 
Comes With A Smile, the UK quarter- 
ly, now lamentably defunct. New- 
man was quoted as saying, “Some 
bands get torn apart by inner tur- 
moil, but for us it’s just logistics.” 

With Dan Bejar (otherwise known 
as Destroyer) holed up in Spain, 
Neko Case presumably in some 
enchanted grotto surrounded by 
supernaturally intelligent woodland 
creatures, and Newman’s own 
recent ladyfriend-related relocation 
to Brooklyn, NY, “Canada’s super- 
group” seems to be hardly “group” 
or “Canadian” these days. 

“Yes, that’s the hardest part.” 
Newman laughs—a frequent con- 
versational occurrence; a dry rustle 
that dissembles into an aural 
shrug—and adds, “I’m in Brooklyn 
inas much as I can move here. As 
much as Iam anywhere.” 

Good point. Since the release of 
their third full-length, Twin Cinema, 
the band has toured almost cease- 
lessly through the U.S. and Europe, 
intermittently hitting larger Canadi- 
an cities. 

Which stings for those on the mar- 
gins or in the middle—like, say, 
Edmonton. But all is forgiven—the 
upcoming tour includes much of the 
homeland and celebrates the 
longevity of Mint Records, the Van- 
couver-based imprint that mid- 
Wwifed the Porns way back at the turn 
of the century as they birthed their 
debut and committed to being a 
proper band. Labelmates Immacu- 
late Machine (from Victoria) and 
Novillero (from Winnipeg) are also 
on the bill. 

Immaculate Machine, a fantastic 
Pop entity in its own right, is also 
home to virtuoso/ vocalist 
Kathryn Calder, who appears on 
Twin Cinema and takes over most of 
the es -driven parts when 
Neko Case is otherwise engaged. 


Eyebrows shot up to meet asym- 
metrical hairlines everywhere when 
word spread that Calder was New- 
man’s rediscovered niece—a twist 
made sweeter by the fact that 
Immaculate Machine had already 
made good records, toured exten- 
sively, and talked to Mint before 
Newman and Calder reconnected 
through family 

“Because she’s an adult and I'm 
an adult most people can’t fathom 
that she’s my niece. I shouldn't keep 
insisting—it makes me look old,” 
Newman sighs, “She stepped into 
a scary job that most would be terri- 
fied of. 

“Neko has a cult following, long 
established. I keep forgetting what a 
huge job it is. Neko being so busy 
was our worst problem for long 
time. She wanted to be there for us, 
but it was physically not possible to 
tour with us all the time. There’s no 
point finding a bad carbon copy of 
Neko. Kathryn is good on her own, 
doing what she does. Neko is still 





taking part, but we had to become as 
functioning of a band as possible 
and Kathryn makes that smoother 
and takes pressure off Neko.’ 

He's clearly relieved to have a 
solution rather than a compromise, 
feeling the weight of responsibility 
that comes from having devoted 
listeners. 

“People imbue your work with 
meaning,” he states. “As I struggle 
to write songs and lyrics for the next 
record, I’ve been thinking about the 
whole creative process. It’s what 
Barton Fink calls ‘the life of the 
mind.’ 

“Making something that’s going 
to be heard is scary in an ‘emperor's 
new clothes’ way, thinking ‘I’m 
going to be exposed as a charlatan’ 
when people listen to your record. 
People say nice things and pointless- 
ly cruel things. It’s always strange— 
living your life you forget that 
things you worked on are inside 
other people's lives.”

IF THE MALIBU COMMERCIALS ON THE 
telly are anything to go by, the 
West's idea of Jamaica certainly is 
narrow. You know, plenty of sun- 
shine, white beaches, happy, totally 
relaxed people with “riddim in dem 
bones...” and it may very well be the 
image that the Jamaican tourist 
industry wants us to have. 

Reality, as always, is a lot more 
complex. In a country that still strug- 
gles with poverty, violence, and 
development, society is still shed- 
ding the last bonds of foreign 
oppression it endured for hundreds 
of years, and which didn’t vanish on 
its own when Jamaica gained inde- 
pendence nearly half a century ago. 

So it’s hardly surprising that, 
given a climate of constant economic 
and political strife, reggae music has 
veered into the militant and revolu- 
tionary every now and then. In fact, 
more than one reggae tune has been 
banned from the airwaves by a ner- 
vous government. 


REGGAELATION 

Reggae became more militant 
than ever in the early seventies, 
when the political divisions were the 
greatest and riots, arson, and head-

less gang war occurred in the capital 
ona daily basis.

but the impatience and anger among 
the people grew. 

Speakers bled a reggae music that 
was harder, prouder, and more 
uncompromising than anything ever 
heard on the island. And few artists 
tried as hard to bring it to the barri- 
cades as Winston Rodney and his 
backing band, Burning Spear. 
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They’d taken the name—which later 
became Rodney's stage name - from 
the first Prime Minister and Presi- 
dent of an independent Kenya, Jomo 
Kenyatta, whose name means “the 
burning spear.” 

And on albums like “Marcus Gar- 
vey,” “Man in the Hills,” and “Social 
Living,” Burning Spear provided a 
solid combination of dance rhythms 
and passionate vocals with an 
uncompromising and religiously 
loaded message of freedom and 
equality. These three albums— 
including the dub-album “Garvey’s 
Ghost”—are practically indispens- 
able in most collections of reggae, 
though “Rocking Time,” which was 
recorded before Burning Spear got 
serious about his position as militant 
Rasta-philosopher, may well be the 
easiest to return to. 


FOGGY ROAD 

Mainly because the early record- 
ings contained on it—it was Spear’s 
second album for Studio One—have 
a thick atmosphere and seem almost 
magically charged. One can make 
out a revolt on an almost Biblical 
scale—even though Spear’s patois at 
times is very difficult to follow. It’s

almost as though the man was 
speaking in tongues. 

It sounds as though the studio 
was convoluted in smoke, permeat- 
ed by a vibrating, electrical force. 
Spear’s smoky vocals enhance this 
particular atmosphere. It’s a voice of 
many layers combined into a 
unique, personal expression. At 
times he’s an almost possessed, soul- 
ful singer; at times a sermonizing 
preacher. He holds the audience's 
attention in an iron grip, without 
once raising his voice above the level 
of a normal conversation. 

If he does allow a-scream to 
escape, it seems almost as though it 
originated in a passion that he’s tried 
in vain to contain. It’s as though

forces beyond his own body are 
being channeled through his vocal 
chords. 

Spear’s thoughtful phrasing fol- 
lows the syncopated rhythms with 
delightful ease. His timbre is concen- 
trated, yet flows with the rhythms to 
create a groove that’s pulsing, excit- 
ing, and verging on ominous. It’s 
music that is, to say the least, hyp- 
notic.

Tuva’s throat traditions thrill

“NO, NO, NOI” SAYAN BAPA DEEPLY 
intones when a connection n the deep 
drones of the Tuvan choral tradition and 
Russian liturgical music is being attempted 
“It is very old. From at least the 10th, 1th, 
12th century—it is old like the sun, the river 
and the land.” 

In fact, no one really knows when the 
phenomenon came about in this autonomous 
Russian republic smack dab in the middle of 
Asia, but it’s a marvelous feat of nature 
Throat singing (or overtone singing) is at the 
heart of the Tuvan sound. With six traditional 
tone scales and dozens modified from 
these—ranging from punctuated high-pitch 
bursts (Sygyt) to deep, bassy drones 
(Khoomei)—sounds constantly swirl and dart 
around as the talented Tuvans create and 
project these multiple tones at once by 
manipulating their pharynx, larynx, and 
mouth, 

Bapa is the leader of Huun-Huur-Tu 
(which means “Sun Propeller’), a group that 


focuses on the traditional performance of 
Tuvan music with native instruments fo aug 
ment the singing. Since 1991, Bapa and a 
revolving group of artists have toured the 
world fo spread the traditions of a music that 
until then, had been scarcely recorded or 
performed outside of Tuva 

Not just musical, Bapa also mentions the 
importance of the sounds being used fo tell 
stories and read poetry and to hunt 

“Fathers teach it to their sons and families 
and it is taught down the line. It’s a very 
strong and heavy style.” 

But there are schools now in Tuva that 
focus on celebrating and projecting the vocal 
art, 

“Only in the last 10 years now do we 
have traditional school for this,” says Bapa 
“But it’s not so easy fo explain it in a matter 
of scales and charts. You hear it from a mas 
ter and then you learn and do it until you do 
it like a master. You need your spirit... and 
practice. | think it is just about the power of 
music, the power of the spirit, to just have a 
feel for the music.” 

While there are groups in Tuva that have 
now blended traditions with rock music and 
contemporary music, they keep focused on 





the traditions of the culture even if they find 
themselves collaborating on occasion as they 
travel. “Several tastes are similar,” says 
Bapa. “Some of the spirits are similar, When 
we play we just like to play with other musi- 
cians. Ifs not about people from other cul- 
tures playing our songs. 

Not satishied to just see it in concerts, the 
phenomenon has also attracted many people 
to Tuva 

“Yeah, the last 20 years, a lot more 
ple come. From Germany, from Europe 
from North America...” B apa enthuses 
“Tuva is very wide open with wonderful 
mountains and rivers, but it’s not for every 
one. There are no cities but lots of people 
come for hunting, for fishing, for enjoying the 
land, It’s absolutely wild!”

Navigating life and loss in River’s Edge 





RIVER'S EDGE 

By Fiona Connell & Shane Golby, Through Oct 
28, Fringe Gallery (The Paint Spot Basement; 
10516 Whyte Ave.) 


“WE'VE BOTH HAD MORE THAN OUR 
fair share of losses, I think.” Shane 
Golby makes a gesture that’s some- 
where between a full-body wince 
and a shrug. “Heavy ones. So we 
search for elements to express it, 
constructing something and put out 
what's locked inside. Through cre- 
ation, we get to express loss rather 
than keep it buried.” 

Golby and friend /colleague Fiona 
Connell—both work in various 
capacities at the Art Gallery of 
Alberta—found parallels between 
their practices and subject matter, 
although their ideas, as well as their 
grief, are expressed very differently 
in the pieces that make up River's 
Edge, their joint exhibition at the 
Fringe Gallery. 

“We talked about it for four or 
five years, in our non-working 
moments, discussing art all the 
time,” Golby explains. “We had seen 
each other's work and were struck 
by how we were exploring common 
themes and issues, but dealing with 
it in different ways. 

“I was doing these ice and water 
pieces and Fiona was doing her boat 
images. Water and water systems 
gave us our title. With River's Edge, 
we are looking at what we are 
exploring separately and how they 
tie together.” 

Connell’s mixed media work 
blends cross-stitching, silk-screening, 
and sculptural bits made up of 
deeply personal ephemera and 
found items. Much of the imagery 
features a boat on flowing water, 
portrayed ina naive manner, inno- 
cent and simple. 

“Fiona and | are both attracted to 
decaying objects,” Golby points out. 
“These found rusted nails became 
the ‘frames’ for her pieces.” The nails 
hold up the record-sized squares of 
cross-stitching which works, per- 
haps unintentionally, as a visual pun 
of sorts, since the folky works seem 
like compressed memories—another 
kind of record. 

They also read like prayer objects, 
the kind of handmade totemic pieces 
created to hasten and comfort a spir- 
it on its trek to the afterworld. Ele- 
ments from this world are pinned 
and stitched into the work as well. 

“There's a boundary idea with 
Fiona’s work, dealing with the river 
as a metaphor for the soul's jour- 
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“wasteful 








ney,” Golby concedes. “A boat from 
one realm to another realm.” 

While Connell’s work reaches into 
the unseen world, Golby’s seems 
resolutely, stubbornly, forlornly 
world-locked. 

Golby explains, “Fiona is spiritu- 
al—I'm not. I'm dealing with death 
and mortality, and water as the 
source life comes from and returns 
to. But I’m more... selfish, I guess. 
I'm concerned with those of us left 
on the edges. In that sense, River's 
Edge is a good title too, standing here 
at a boundary.” 

His pieces are three-dimensional 
recreations of actual riverbanks that 
he manipulates as he constructs, 
relying on his memory and occa- 
sionally glancing at a photo he’s 
taken of certain sites. The pieces are 
disorienting—they are reality-scaled 
patches of ground that sit at eye

level on the wall. 

While he takes his inspiration 
from found objects—pieces of dis- 
carded junk often found on river- 
banks, along with natural debris, 
Golby prefers to “mimic” instead of 
salvage. 

“The art of creating them, making 
them tangible, is important,” he 
notes. “I love rusted objects, and I do 
want to drag everything I find home, 
but most times I leave it in situ. It’s 
precious to me, so I don’t want to 
disturb it.” Golby is reaching for 
evocation rather than fidelity. 

“| sit in the studio and make rocks 
and twigs,” he laughs, “It’s contem- 
plative in the same way that Fiona’s 
stitching is to her. When I assemble, I 
put them together to create an emo- 
tion. With each element I manipu- 
late, I put each loss in its place.”

And Mitchell himself has gone out of his 
way in several interviews to state that his film 
is not porn.

life of the characters. [...] Why can’t we not 
focus on sex, as porn does, but make sex 
part of the filme” 


But that's the problem | had with Shorbus.

Obviously, sexuality is the central theme 
of Shortbus, the film’s title being the name of 
a carnivalesque New York salon where a 
colourful. cast of social misfits go to perform, 
discuss politics, play spin the bottle, and fuck 
And it wasn't the salon fucking that bothered 
me as much. It was the sex between the char- 
acters. 

| don’t generally look to Julia Roberts for 
her profound insights but a quote | came 
across from her eat why she doesn’t do 
nudity in films made a ve point. 

“For me, nasanliyss To act with my 
clothes on is a performance; fo act with my 
clothes off is a documentary,” she said, 

If Shortbus were a documentary, then it 
might make sense to show real couples hav 
ing real sex. But these actors were playing 
couples. If we believed them acting as cou 
ples, why wouldn't we be able to make the 
same leap if they were acting the sex. 

| generally enjoyed Shorbus Great char- 
acters; great performances. It was both funny 
and at times, poignant (“I's just like the ‘60s 
but with less hope.” says one of the gay 
characters about the general malaise of the 
salon’s patrons). 

And it was brave and edgy for Mitchell to 
literally bare all on film, but, beyond the 
shock value, I’m not sure it added much 
Because no matter how hard you try, it's 
impossible to capture the emotions of sex on 
film (one of the problems with porn). Only 
the people having the sex are privy to that 

In response to the many questions the 
press has put to him about the explicitness of 
the film, Mitchell has been quoted as saying 
that “most people don't even remember the 
sex at the end of the film because they were 
swept up in the story.” :
